DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed In the United States before the Invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty In the English language. 

Claims 23, 24 and, 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
White (6684742). 

White (6684742) discloses all of the subject matter set forth in the claims. 
White discloses : 



A tool for shaping sculpted surfaces where at least one portion 
of the silhouette of the cutting edge is curved and has a radius 
of curvature larger than the radius of the tool itself. The 
profile , or silhouette of the cutting tool may have a constant 
radius of curvature, or a changing radius of curvature . This 
invention could be used either for insert-type cutters, or 
standard, solid cutters. It could potentially also be used for 
grinding or polishing . In addition , mathematical definitions 
which can be used for the implementation of these cutters are 



also presented . 
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With respect to claims 24 and 28, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the 
prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, and then it meets the 
claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 14, 15 and 17-22 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has failed to adequately describe 
the disclosure of the cited reference(s) and the relevant features pertinent to applicant's 
claims, the examiner would like to direct applicant's attention to 37 CFR 1 .104 which 
states: 

Completeness of examiner's action... 
(c) Rejection of claims . 

(1) If the invention is not considered patentable, or not considered patentable as claimed, the claims, or 
those considered unpatentable will be rejected. 

(2) In rejecting claims for want of novelty or for obviousness, the examiner must cite the best references at 
his or her command. When a reference is complex or shows or describes inventions other than that claimed 

by the applicant, the particular part relied on must be designated as nearly as practicable. The pertinence of 
each reference, if not apparent, must be clearly explained and each rejected claim specified.

nor complex, does not describe an invention dissimilar to applicant's and the pertinent 
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features relied upon by tine examiner in tine rejection are readily apparent to one skilled 
in the art.
